and George Block regarding plans for Industrial Drive. 
"This is regarding the extension of Industrial Drive," Mr. 
Block said. "We're here to ask for your signature (to 
proceed)." 

Mr. Block explained the project would entail 
about 700 feet of paved roadway, (and) another 20-foot 
wide gravel roadway, to extend access of 1,100 feet to the 
cell tower on the property. A simple drainage system 
employing catch basins will be used, and the roadway 
itself will encroach on existing wetlands in a couple of 
places — a little less than 5,000 square feet. "We'll be 
replicating (the wetlands) with an area of about 5,000 
square feet on the Mahoney property," Mr. Block said. 
"There will be no replication within the layout." 

At this point, Selectman Andrews recused himself 
from the meeting because of his brother's involvement 
with the petitioners. 

"From here, (we have to) go to Conservation 
Commission (ConCom) for approval," Mr. Block said. 
"What I'd like to do is get your signature (and) we'd act 
as your agent in filing with ConCom." 

"At this point we're only giving you permission 
to go forward with a submittal to ConCom," Selectman 
Denham clarified. "This doesn't give you the right to 
construct." 

The board said they would like to run this by 
Town Counsel before giving their blessing. As such, 
Chairman Lambalot suggested approving the plan 
conditionally, pending review and approval of Town 
Counsel. With that, the board unanimously voted to 
forward the proposal to Town Counsel for review.

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
August 5 meeting, the board met with members of Board 
of Assessors (BOA). Town Treasurer John Hall had 
requested the meeting, due to his concern that if the tax 
bills are distributed late this year, the town will need to 
borrow money to cover expenses. Tax bills are typically 
mailed in October, and due by the first week in Novem- 
ber.

The board next signed a Mutual Aid Agreement 
between the towns of Acushnet, Freetown and Rochester 
which allows law enforcement coverage from said towns 
to assist one another should the need arise. Such an 
agreement already exists with Mattapoisett, Marion and 
Wareham. 

In response to a letter of interest, the board then 
unanimously voted to appoint resident Aaron Burke to 
the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA). 

Under incoming correspondence, the board noted 
there will be a Southeast Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) meeting on Wednesday, 
August 14 at 2:00 pm at the SRPEDD office in Taunton. 

Chairman Ryan reminded residents that there will 
be a meeting with the Mary's Pond Beach Committee on 
Thursday, August 15 at 7:00 pm at the Town Hall. 

With no further matters to come before the board, 
they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening at 7:25 
pm.

Mahoney's Field may be legal, but it sounds an awful lot like 
bribery to some Mattapoisett residents. And the use of a 
$100,000 "gift" to build a skateboard park, as promoted by the 
board, is an affront to taxpayers. Shouldn't the Finance Commit- 
tee or, better yet, the voters have a say on how this money 
should be spent? 

Your 4-1 vote on August 5 (with commendations to 
Barry Perkins as the voice of dissent) has allowed the developer 
to construct 36 units of housing, thus giving up some of the 
open space required under cluster zoning.

tion that the board's selected "improvement" would top the 
town's want/ need list. 

I would remind the board that at the Annual Town 
Meeting voters approved siting the skateboard park next to the 
Police Station, but that is all they did. Voters were told the park 
would cost taxpayers nothing, that the kids and their parents 
would raise the money and that $20,000 or more had already 
been raised. 

Well, I can think of a dozen ways that $100,000 can be 
used to provide substantial improvement to the community and 
lighten the taxpayers' burden at the same time. 

In no particular order, I would: 

• Apply it to correcting the flooding problems pres- 
ently existing along Town Beach Brook and which will only be 
exacerbated by development in the brook's drainage basin. 

• Apply it to the cost of a new Fire Station. 

• Apply it to the cost of a new Water Department 

facility. 

• Apply it to the Center School expansion project. After 
all, by eliminating the senior citizen only restriction, this 
development is bound to increase the town's cost for education 
in the future. 

• Apply it to the local school budget which was slashed 
by concerned voters who are fed up with rising costs and 
subsequent rising taxes. 

• Apply it to the library expansion project. 

• Apply it to the costs of hiring a Town Planner which 
this town sorely needs as evidenced by your vote. 

• Apply it to hiring a town Conservation Agent, which 
this town also sorely needs.

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town and should the responsibility of the developer anyway. 

• Give some of it to the local YMCA as a thank you for 
their generous offer to our town youth for the use of the 
skateboard park at Camp Massasoit. A sum of just $25,000 could 
be invested with the proceeds allowing perpetual free use of that 
facility for the town's youth. 

• Apply it to local costs associated with the proposed 
bicycle path which would be used by far more people than 
would use a skateboard park. 

• Apply it to any place where it will lessen the burden 
of taxpayers. To use it to build a skateboard park means a big 
special interest gift simply finances a special interest project. 
Whose idea was that anyway? 

I ask you members of the board to get this town back to 
fiscal responsibility. 

If you won't help, then I would ask Selectmen and the 
Finance Committee members to provide the common sense and 
pressure, if needed, to get us there.

SUMMER HEAT 

What can I do to make my dog more comfortable in the hot 
weather? 

Leave your dog at home when you do errands. If you must 
take him in a car, leave the air conditioning on or the win- 
dows open, especially if you need to park. A closed car 
gets very hot very fast. Always have plenty of fresh cool 
water available. Walk your dog early in the morning or 
later in the evening when it is cooler. 

Are certain breeds more susceptible to heat induced problems? 
Yes. Dogs with short noses like bulldogs, pugs, Boston Ter- 
riers and Lhasa Apso's. These dogs have trouble breathing 
under the best of circumstances. When it is hot and they 
pant to cool themselves, they may experience swelling of 
their throats, making breathing even more difficult. 

How can I help my dog when it is hot and he is panting hard? 
Help him cool himself. Put him in an air conditioned room, 
wet him down and blow a fan over him, or let him chew 
ice cubes.

Riverside Cemetery Tour 

Fairhaven's lovely Riverside Cemetery is the 
setting of an Office of Tourism walking tour on Sunday, 
August 18 at 2:00 pm. It begins inside the cemetery's 
entrance on Main Street.

The cemetery was created 152 years ago, in 1850, 
on land donated by Warren Delano II, grandfather of 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt.

The walking tour traces the quiet winding paths 
past the final resting places of some of the town's most 
famous residents, including the Delano family tomb, 
designed by Richard Morris Hunt, the H. H. Rogers 
mausoleum designed by Charles Brigham, and the grave 
sites of Captain William H. Whitfield, artist William 
Bradford, William F. Nye, John I. Bryant, Elizabeth I.

Blood Work. Starring Clint Eastwood and Jeff Daniels. 
Directed by Clint Eastwood. Running time: 111 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

The period of Clint Eastwood's career that began with 
Unforgiven ten years ago could accurately be called The Autumn 
Years. A Perfect World, The Bridges of Madison County, Absolute 
Power, True Crime, Space Cowboys — these are all about older men's 
concerns: aging, paths not taken, the fragility of life. There certainly 
hasn't been a Pink Cadillac or an Every Which Way But Loose in this 
bunch, not even the one movie (In the Line of Fire) Eastwood starred 
in but didn't direct during that period. The brooding continues in 
Blood Work, probably Eastwood's most successful and poignant 
Autumn work since Unforgiven. Who knew that the guy who shot 
punks and goofed around with chimps in the '70s, and shot more 

Eunks and goofed around with Burt Reynolds in the '80s, would 
ecome the most consistently serious-minded American director? 
That's not to say Blood Work is a foot-dragging exercise like 
Absolute Poiver, pulp shunning its own pulpiness. The story, adapted 
by Brian Helgeland from a Michael Connelly bestseller, twists and 
crackles with a certain sadistic logic. FBI agent Terry McCaleb 
(Eastwood), when we meet him, is being taunted by a serial killer, 
who likes to scrawl "Catch me" in blood on the wall, along with a 
numerical code nobody can crack. On his way out of the killer's 
latest charnelhouse, McCaleb glimpses someone who may be the 
culprit; McCaleb gives chase and suffers a heart attack. 

Cut to two years later: McCaleb, with a transplanted heart 
beating uneasily in his scarred chest (he touches it constantly, as 
preoccupied with the raised line of flesh as a David Cronenberg 
hero), is in retirement. A woman approaches him on his boat — 
Graciella Rivers (Wanda De Jesus), the sister of the dead woman 
whose heart was donated to McCaleb. Graciella wants him to find 
her sister's ski-masked killer, who shot her during a routine store 
robbery. Or so it seems. 

Against the wishes of his doctor (Anjelica Huston, tending to 
her stubborn patient with tender exasperation; there's an interesting 
vibe here, since Eastwood once played Huston's father in 
fictionalized form in White Hunter, Black Heart), McCaleb takes the 
case. He encounters resistance from two cops, the sarcastic Paul 
Rodriguez and the lackadaisical Dylan Walsh. He finds pleasure in 




reunion with higher-up Tina Lifford — they were once involved, 
we gather, and now team up to find the robber. He gets assistance 
from boat neighbor Jeff Daniels, an amiable slacker who drives 
McCaleb around for lack of a more exciting way to spend the day. 
And he finds tentative love with Graciella, who also has a little boy . 

Blood Work balances text and subtext neatly. We genuinely 
fear for McCaleb, even when he walks a little too briskly; when he 
gets himself deeper into the case and faces off against people who 
can do considerable damage even to men half his age and twice the 
heart function, the movie is scary on a level that few Eastwood 
thrillers have been. There's a weird nightmare scene, oddly never 
followed up on, in which McCaleb seems to see the murder from 
the point of view of the victim whose heart is in his chest; it may be 
in the movie simply because transplant patients do have such near- 
psychic experiences. 

Smoothly assembled as always (by now, Eastwood's team is 
a tight unit), and written with equal attention to plot and character 
(it's probably Brian Helgeland's most shapely script in that regard 
since L.A. Confidential), this is Eastwood's sharpest filmmaking 
since the gig that won him an Oscar. And age (he's 72 now) has 
done wonders for Eastwood's acting. I hadn'tnoticed before Blood 
Work how fragile and hoarse his voice is now — maybe he just 
accentuated it to play a heart patient, for whom every breath is 
precious and not to be expended on talk. He looks and sounds a 
little hardier at the end, and we feel he'll be happy enough to go 
fishing and leave the violence of the world to younger hands. 
Eastwood may be leaving it behind, too; he may only nave a few 
more Hollywood thrillers in him before he either retires or steps 
behind the camera permanently, until he directs while attached to 
an oxygen tank, just like the man he once played. As a director, he 
shows no signs of fatigue; let's hope we have him around for a long 
autumn.

In many ways, the Town of Marion and the waters of 
Sippican Harbor are inseparable. When you think about 
it, the majority of the town's commerce and social life is 
built on and around the picturesque and rolling waters of 
Buzzards Bay, so it seems only logical that a book detail- 
ing the community's longtime bond with the sea has been 
long overdue — until now. 

Marion attorney, historian and author Judith 
Westlund Rosbe has given us the definitive volume on 
the subject with Maritime Marion, Massachusetts (Arcadia 
Publishing, softcover, $24.99), a handsome and richly de- 
tailed book in Arcadia Publishing's "The Making of 
America Series." The slender but dense 160-page tome is 
lavishly illustrated and offers a fascinating look at Marion's 
nautical history. 

Unlike more generic and chronological books by local 
historians (such as Alice Austin Ryder's Lands of Sippican, 
Edmund H. Tripp's Reflections on a Town, or Ms. Rosbe's 
own Images of America: Marion), Maritime Marion is more 
akin to a captain's log of Marion's countless seafaring ad- 
ventures. A perusal of the book's table of contents imme- 
diately defines its precise context: from chapter headings 
like "Whaling," "Marion and Its Hurricanes," "HMS 
Nimrod," and "Mary Celeste," you can almost imagine these 
stories being told around a roaring campfire at Silvershell 
Beach, imparted with authority by an Old Salt to a huddled 
group of attentive children. 

The book is the culmination of two years' worth of 
intensive research by the author, who has served as direc- 
tor of the Sippican Historical Society since 1978 and was 
its past president for nine years. In fact, a bulk of the pro- 
ceeds from books purchased at the Sippican Historical So- 
ciety will benefit the organization's education fund and 
help sponsor lectures and school programs. 

The softcover volume is full of fascinating anecdotes 
about Marion's past, including the always-intriguing tale 
of the "ghost ship" Mary Celeste, whose captain, Benjamin 
Spooner Briggs, lived in Marion with his wife and two 
children. The vessel, which was bound for Genoa, Italy 
with a cargo of alcohol valued at $38,000, was found aban- 
doned between the Azores and the coast of Portugal eight 
days after her departure, with not a soul onboard. To this 
day it remains one of the greatest unsolved maritime mys- 
teries. 

There's also an interesting chapter on the HMS Nimrod, 
a British war ship which was ordered to block American 




ships along the coast of 
Cape Cod during the 
War of 1812. Although 
Marion legend previ- 
ously suggested the 
vessel ran aground off 
Bird Island and was 
forced to lighten her 
load by dumping can- 
nons overboard, Nobel 
Prize-winning MIT 
professor (and Marion 
summer resident) 
Henry W. Kendall and 
his student, David W. 
Schloerb, actually dis- 
covered five of the can- 
nons off Great Ledge in 
Buzzards Bay in August of 1981. "Despite not finding the 
cannons within its waters, Marion is proud that one of its 
longtime residents finally solved the mystery of the jetti- 
soned cannons," Ms. Rosbe writes. 

The writer also devotes a good amount of space to 
Marion's more contemporary maritime milestones includ- 
ing the Beverly Yacht Club, which is one of the oldest yacht 
clubs in the country; Tabor Academy and its ever-evolv- 
ing nautical education programs, including their trade- 
mark training vessel Tabor Boy; and the popular Marion- 
to-Bermuda Cruising Yacht Race, which just celebrated its 
25th anniversary this year. 

"Thanks to its seaside location, Marion has a wonder- 
fully rich maritime history," Ms. Rosbe writes in the book's 
introduction. "The community's economy centered on 
shipbuilding, whaling, fishing, and salt making. Marion's 
seaside location also attracted maritime-related industries 
in the twentieth century such as the Marconi Wireless Tele- 
graph Company ... and Sippican, Inc., makers of instru- 
mentation and other products for the oceanographic mar- 
ket." 

As Marion celebrates its 150th anniversary this year, 
Ms. Rosbe's book serves as an important aid-to-naviga- 
tion for those taking a voyage through the town's rich 
maritime history. Maritime Marion, Massachusetts retails 
for $24.99 and is available at the Sippican Historical Soci- 
ety, select local bookstores, and can also be purchased 
online at www.amazon.com.
